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U of T recognizes academic standing of grads 


Redeemer College graduates are eligible to be 
considered for admission to graduate studies in all 
departments of the University of Toronto, says Joan 
Mulveney, the University’s Assistant Registrar. 


“At first we were concerned,” she admitted, 
“because Redeemer College is a private institution, 
but then we learned that the provincial government 
recognizes their degrees, and that’s good enough 
for us. That’s all we needed to know.” 


She continued to explain that Redeemer College 
graduates will be considered on par with graduates 
of other universities, and course content and grade 
point average will determine a student’s eligibility 
for admission on an individual basis. 


Also, unless additional courses are required by 
a given department, a Redeemer College Bachelor of 
Christian Studies or a Bachelor of Christian Edu- 
cation will be considered equivalent to a four-year 
honours university degree.

With gratitude to the Lord... 


Events surrounding the construction project, by and large 
went as anticipated and planned. There were some last minute 
frustrations and concerns associated with adjustments, 
corrections and final details, but these mostly have been 
overcome. 





The construction loans from the bank reached the pro- 
jected $6.3 million level, and were contained there due to a 
very successful R.R.S.P. campaign which resulted in bond 
placements of $1.2 million during the first three months of the 
year. As a result, 46% of the total capital debt is held by an 
increasing number of people within the supporting community, 
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with the remaining 54% consisting of bank loans, as the graph 


Of course, that latter portion of the debt also finances the 
$2.2 million already pledged in cash, loans, R.R.S.P.’s, and 
bonds. That actually leaves a little over $4 million of bank 
debt to be converted, which again is right in line with the 
original projections made to the bankers who accepted the 
Pid proposal to have this accomplished by 1990. After that, 
finances will be directed to the mortgage bond repayment 
schedule to ensure an orderly payout over the 30 year term. 


Ultimately of course, only cash donations will pay off the 
debt. Therefore, the College urgently needs your favourable 
response to Canvassers who encourage you to keep up with 


payments on membership pledges.
